THE  OPERA  will  be  presented 
at  8:15  p.m.  in  the  deJong  Concert 
Hall  of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Cen- 
ter. Tickets  go  on  sale  Monday,  at 
the  Fine  Arts  Ticket  Office. 

The  music  for  “Aida”  will  be 
performed  by  the  BYU  Symphony 
Orchestra  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Crawford  Gates,  chairman  of 
the  BYU  Music  Department. 

CHARLES  METTEN  of  the 
dramatic  arts  faculty  is  stage  dir- 
ector and  Brandt  B.  Curtis.  Opera 
Workshop  director,  will  be  manag- 
ing director. 

The  onera  was  originally  con- 
ceived by  Verdi  after  having  been 
persuaded  by  the  Khedive  of  Eg- 
ypt to  compose  an  onera  to  cele- 
brate the  opening  of  the  Suez  Can- 
al. Although  the  onera  missed  the 
Suez  inauguration  by  two  years,  it 
was  first  performed  in  Cairo  in 
1871.  resulting  in  instant  success. 

THE  STORY  concerns  a beauti- 
ful Ethiopian  princess.  Aida,  who 
ha.s  been  taken  captive  bv  the  Eg- 
vptians  during  the  war.  She  and  a 
handsome  young  officer  of  the 
Egyptian  King’s  Guards,  namf^ 
Radames  fall  in  love.  Amneris,  the 
Egyptian  King’s  daughter,  is  also 
in  love  with  Radames. 

War  is  declared  between  the  two 
countries  and  Radames  brings  back 
among  the  captives,  Amonasro.

Candidacy 


First  formal  announcement  of 
candidacy  for  a Utah  congression- 
al seat  was  released  Saturday  by 
J.  Keith  Melville  professor  of  pol- 
itical science  at  BYU. 

PROFESSOR  MELVILLE  will 
seek  the  Democratic  nominaticm 
in  the  First  District,  which  has 
been  revised  since  the  last  elec- 
tion by  the  addition  of  Utah  and 
Davis  counties  and  subtraction  of 
five  southwestern  counties. 

The  seat  is  presently  held  by 
Rep.  Larence  J.  Burton,  Republi- 
can. who  has  not  formally  announc- 
ed. 

A NATIVE  of  Bountiful  and  a 
member  of  pioneer  Utah  family, 
Melville  was  educated  at  West 
High  School  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the 
University  of  Utah  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  California. 

He  received  a bachelor  of  arts 
degree  in  political  science  from  the 
University  of  Utah  in  1947,  a mast- 
er of  arts  degree  in  political  sci- 
ence from  the  University  of  Calif- 
ornia in  1949  and  a doctor  of 
philosophy  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  in  1956. 

HIS  EDUCATION  was  interrupt- 
ed by  World  War  II  in  which  he 
serv^  as  a bomber  oilot. 

Dr.  Melville  flew  33  combat  mis- 
sions over  Europe  and  was  award- 
ed the  Air  Medal  with  four  oak- 
leaf  clusters  and  the  Distinguished 
Flying  Cross.  He  held  the  rank  of 
caotain  when  the  war  ended.

This  last  week’s  series  of  lectures  and 
articles  on  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  the 
problem  of  morality  in  a scientific  age  re- 
flects a very  healthy  development  in  our 
academic  attitudes.  With  the  religious  com- 
mitments  which  we  share  as  ^lomion^  it  is 
appropriate  that  we  should  constantly  be  ex- 
amining the  relationship  lietween  our  aca- 
demic and  our  religious  attitudes.  It  is  in- 
deed necessary  if  we  are  to  Ire  intellectually 

^^^^Tliis  semester  the  Academic  Emphasis 
Committee  has  brought  several  prominent 
scientists  and  academicians  to  campus  to 
discuss  the  problem  of  science  and  morality. 
Each  of  them  presented  a different  analpis 
and  a different  solution  from  the  point  ol 
view  of  their  respective  disciplines. 

What  finally  comes  to  light  is  that 
science  has  no  way  to  answer  the  important 
moral  questions  of  our  time.  Is  or  is  there 
any  way  that  science  can  help  the  individual 
make  the  numerous  moral  choices  he  must 
face  daily.  , . > 

What  then  is  left  if  all  our  learning  and 
sophisticated  methods  of  inquiry  cannot 
produce  reliable  answers  to  these  all-impor- 
tant questions?  For  the  world  there  are  no 
final  answei-s.  Men  who  cannot  appeal  to 
powers  beyond  the  scope  of  science  must 


necessarily  be  left  with  moral  relatiyisin. 

However,  since  the  Gospel  was  restored 
there  has  been  a means  whereby  men  can 
obtain  correct  answers  to  their  moral  ques- 
tions. As  was  pointed  out  in  one  of  the  lec- 
tures, Jesus  Christ  is  the  final  standard  of 
morality,  and  the  Gospel  provides  us  with 
the  means  whereby  we  might  come  to  know 
Him  and  obtain  direction  from  Him  in  these 
matters.  What  a great  comfort  this  know- 
ledge can  Ire  to  the  Mormon  scientist  who 
has  come  to  recognize  the  weakiiesses  of 
men  and  their  limited  powers  of  knowing. 

As  Mormons  we  can  all  share  the  as- 
surance that  correct  answers  to  our  many 
moral  questions  do  exist  .The  series  ot  dis- 
cussions on  the  Book  of  Moimon  has  seived 
well  to  remind  us  that  it  is  a “priceless  anti- 
dote  for  intellectual  pride,  for  dependence 
upon  the  arm  of  flesh,  for  self-centeredness, 
for  carnality,  for  indifference,  ignorance, 
poverty,  tyranny, — for  any  and  all  the  ills 
that  beset  mankind.”  . 

It  is  well  for  us  to  be  reminded  occas- 
ionally that  our  academic  pursuits  need  not 
suffer  from  nor  modify  our  religious  com- 
mittment. To  the  extent  that  we  are  com- 
pletely honest  in  both  they  will  compliment 
each  other  and  truly  enable  us  to  expand 
our  understanding  of  each.

I hope  these  rumors  are  without 
foundation  and  that  no  teacher  at 
BYU,  worthy  of  the  name,  will 
find  himself  too  busy  to  satisfy 
a student’s  enquirit^  mind  with 
anything  more  than  invective.

WHY  THEN,  if  we  ar  eso  proud 
of  our  university  and  its  stand- 
ards, do  we  fail  to  give  our  full 
support  to  the  advice  of  our  bril- 
liant president,  Dr.  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson,  with  whom  many  of 
these  policies  have  originated?  At 
the  forum  assembly  on  Thursday, 
AiH-il  21,  I was  appalled  at  the 
lack  of  support  given  to  President 
W’ilkinswi  during  his  address  to 
the  assembly.  The  attendance  at 
this  assembly  was  extremely  dis- 
appointing and  indicated  to  me 
that  we  still  have  manv  people 
on  this  campus  who  fail  to  ack- 
nowledge the  policies  set  forth  by 
President  Wilkinson  in  his  address 
earlier  this  year,  and  also  by  our 
beloved  Prophet  and  President, 
David  0.

U.S.  Jet  Fighters  Knock  Down  Two  MIGs 


SAIGON,  (AP)-“Everything 
happened  so  fast.  Planes  were 
swirling  all  over  the  place.” 

CAPT.  MAX  F.  Cameron  of  San- 
ford, N.  C.,  was  describing  an  ac- 
tion-packed five  minutes  over 
NMlh  Viet  Nam  Saturday  when  he 
and  three  fellow  U.S.  Air  Force 
pilots  downed  two  Soviet-built 
MIG  17  jets  with  air-to-air  missiles. 

Four  F4C  Phantom  Jets  were 
flying  escort  for  four  F105  Thunder- 
chiefs  attacking  the  Bac  Giang 
Bridge  25  miles  northeast  of  Hanoi 
when  the  dc^fight  occurred. 

THE  MIGS  were  about  12  miles 
northeast  of  the  U.S.  flight  when 
they  appeared  on  American  radar 
screens.  The  lead  pilot  of  the  escort 
team  turned  toward  the  approach- 
ing jet  to  make  positive  identifica- 
tion. 

The  lead  plane’s  two-man  crew 
watched  as  the  MIGS  jettisoned 
their  external  fuel  tanks. 

“AFTER  PUNCHING  off  their 
tanks,  they  came  right  toward  us,” 
said  1st.  Lt.  S.  W.  George,  25,  of 
Canadian,  Okla.  “We  jettisoned 
our  tanks  too  and  went  after 
them.” 

Three  of  the  MIGS  cut  between 
the  two  elements  of  the  Phantom 
flight  and  got  behind  the  lead  pilot 
and  his  wingman,  the  Air  Force 
said  in  a communique  released 
Sunday. 

AS  THE  FIRST  two  Phantom 
crews  in  the  flight  battled  with  the 
enemy,  Cameron,  30-year-old  lead 
pilot  in  the  second  element,  lined 
up  the  three  jets  tracking  the  other 
two  Phantoms.
